His 
untimely death, caused by a fever 
which he took from a friend whom 
he refused to leave in Constanti­ 
nople, brought to a close a brilliant 
new spaper career. 
He was buried 
first in the Turk ish capital. 
Six 
years later his body was brought 
back to his native town of New 
Lexington, w here thousands united 
in honoring the “ hom e town boy” 
who had m ade good in other fields. 
Today his is one of the nam es hon­ 
ored in the Hall of F a m e in the 
Bchool of journalism at Ohio State 
university.
